prepared plan ot co-operation between 
the federal government nnd the states 
for creating soldier settlements in ev- 
ery state that -wishes to participatc.

of this jmr an 24.885,000 h»rr«l», IK compared with 22.519,000 barrels for the 
United States last year. Surely with a commercial crop of apple* averaging 
a goodly portion of a barrel for every man, woman and child, to which por- 
tion may «afely be added a few quart* of windfalls for «nch. Americans ought 
not to go appleless, observes n writer In the Newark (X. J.) News. 


And yet. from past experience, we may auffer for apples unless w« ar« 


willing to hnve the pocketbook considerably flattened. Apples are no longer 
the Inexpensive fruit that obtained In th* good old times. There are Tarloui 
reasons assigned for the Increase In the price the ultimate consumer must pay 
for his winter supply of npplr.i. Indeed, sometime* this increas* amounts to 
such sums that he finds It cheaper to pay for a visit from the doctor occa- 
sionally than to live up to tbe well-known adage about "an applt a day keeps 
the doctor away.* 


Some there are who assign the reason tor apple* Increasing In cost 


to the fact that only the best are marketed; the others art allowed to rot 
on the ground—this to keep the price up, some practically minded Individuals 
maintain. Today the crop In many a private orchard Is bought on the trees 
before It la r»ndy to Imrreit; th* owner Is not tronbled with how many bur- 
l-els :he,-» nre or are not; the crop as It grows Is taken and It Is for the buyer 
to do wh*t he wishes with it. Judging from the thousands of bushels that 
n certain niitomoblll«t was obliged to drive over In making a detour along 
t'i« Hudson to Albnny last fall, a good proportion of the apple crop was 
allowed to KO to wasle. 


Any repetition of this waste surely would be « sad commentary on leak-
